Sept. 14.—The “buy -a- 
bale-of-cotton” movement has struck 
the Imperial Valley and seems to be 
spreading like wildfire. 
It is one of 
those emergency movements that oft­ 
en spring up in various sections to 
save the day in a special crisis. 
This movement originated in 
the 
southern districts and lias spread with 
much rapidity until now it has peue- 
trated and spread over every cotton- 
growing district in the country . 
Its prime object is to save the pres­ 
ent cotton crop from being sacrificed 
on the altar of low' prices, thus bring­ 
ing financial stringency to the sec­ 
tions in which cotton is grown. Cot­ 
ton growers of this valley declare that 
it will meet, with decided approval 
here and they are agitating the plan 
strongly . 
The plan is simply this: 
Jobbers, 
merchants and all men interested in 
the cotton situation are urged to buy 
jone or two bales or more of cotton 
at 10 cents a pound and hold it for at 
least one y ear. 
Of course, the pur­ 
chase of cotton in this manner is 
open to any one who lias the neces- 
; sary funds. 
I 
The bankers and merchants of this 
valley are thinking seriously of adopt­ 
ing the plan and efforts will be made 
to interest bankers and business men 
of I .os Angeles in it also since its 
cotton crop is the biggest thing the 
Imperial Valley has to offer. 
If only 10,000 of the 60,000 or 70,- 
000 bales that will be raised this y ear 
in the valley can be sold in this man­ 
ner the situation will be greatly re­ 
lieved.
